- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so. a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the Interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action)

Continuation of Substance of Interview Including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant further explained and discussed what is meant by "varying 
magnetic field", as recited in claim 26. Based on Applicant's interpretation the Specification, the Applicant interprets 
"varying magnetic field" to mean that the strength of the field varies. The Examiner points out however that claim 28 
recites "an electric motor (that) rotates at least one magnet to thereby produce a variable magnetic field" and also that 
claim 34 recites that "said control unit varies the force of magnetic attraction... said pad unit moves in response to 
variations in the force of magentic attraction..." The Examiner may need time and further consideration of Applicant's 
interpretation and disclosed invention in regards to the prior art of record and may need to perform further search if 
necessary .
